I don't have a schematic, but at the station on the USS The Sullivans 
Radio Central has an antenna patch panel. The designation is AN/SR-12 
Antenna Filter Assembly. It uses low pass and hi pass filters for the .53 to 
32 mhz range in 7 steps with 1 primary and 3 additional revrs (extra revrs 
are separated by 300 ohm decoupling resistors) for each band for a total of 
28 inputs. Works nicely at my station on board. 


I will have a picture of it within a week or so at the website. I will 
add it to my Radio Central (BA) tour.

This past weekend I purchased a WRL Globe 500B which is in need of a HV 


transformer. I orginally planned on using one that I had sitting around 
the shack, but physically it is way to large. The 500B manual isn't much 
help as its parts list just states transformer, High B+ plate with part 
number 1201-006A for transformer T13. The manual also contains the 
schematic for the 4-250AX final, whereas this transmitter is a later 
version with the 4-400A (as marked on the chassis). Does anyone know 
what the original transformer ratings might have been for this 
transmitter? The schematic has 1800VDC indicated for the 4-250 plate, 
but perhaps they ran the 4-400A a little higher.

Hmmm.... first time I've heard it applied to SCR-522. Usually hear it 
in conjunction with SCR-274N (BC-608, etc. accessories). Pipsqueak was 
apparently a means for a desperate shot-up fighter pilot with his hands 
full to yell for help with an automated system. In the SCR-274N, 
Pipsqueak controlled one of the transmitters to send a tone-modulated 
signal on a specific frequency periodically. So many seconds on, so 
many seconds off. That way, the folks back in dear olde England could 
know that someone was in trouble, DF him, and get the Rescue boys on 
the way or at least clued. They'd know about where he ditched by the 
last DF position before his sigs went bye-bye. 


There was a clock/timer box, and a contactor (relay?) box, and my 
memory keeps saying things like BC-608 and BC-616, but all my reference 
info is long gone.

This periodic posting is intended as a gentle nudge and suggestion 
which should improve the quality of posts to the BoatAnchors list, and 
maintain our excellent (and high) signal to noise ratio... 


The list culture has developed to include "for sale" and "wanted" 
posts. Originally, all buying and selling traffic was focused on 
finding parts to complete a restoration. As the list has evolved, 
there has been an increase in buying and selling activity, which 
may not be all bad. 


There is, however, a real need to observe certain conventions, lest 
this otherwise benign activity turn into a real disturbance to the 
real purpose of the list: discussions of radio equipment using 
vaccuum tubes, including the life and times of the designers and 
users of such gear. 


Please observe these guidelines: 
1) LIMIT the frequency of for sale postings... once a month is a

2) DO NOT post endless "xxx is sold" to the entire list... you offered 
it for sale, and it is not considerate of list resources (which 
include the time and energy of the other list members) to burden 
the list with these senseless notices. Use direct email to those 
who responded, or, if you don't want to answer them personally, 
just don't use the list to advertise them for sale! 


3) AVOID even the mere faint appearance that you are posting items 
for sale as a regular adjunct to your business dealings. This has 
become more of a problem lately with some long lists showing up 
regularly on the main list, or with dealers who appear to be using 


the list for their personal advertising advantage. Failure to 
observe these basics *will* result in banishment from the list -- 
just don't do it!

The very back of the calibration book tells you how to use it. 

My BC-221T came with headphones (no markings) with an in-line matching 
transformer. The circuit diagram in the 221T's back shows the output to be a 
triode-connected 6SK7 pentode with 15K plate resistor and a @.5mfd blocking 
capacitor directly feeding the phones. My BC-221Q has a 12.5K plate resistor 
and a 2mfd blocking capacitor. Either way, I suspect that it was meant for 
high-impedance headphones (or low with a matching transformer).

Thanks to the wisdom of the BA list, I've learned that the Millen antenna 
bridge I found is not as mysterious in application as it seemed. The 
single-turn loops that puzzled me are meant for coupling a GDO (actually 
_the_ Millen GDO!) into the bridge as the RF source. Mystery #41 explained. 
The LC network with PL-259 is evidently surplus to this meter - the antenna 
being measured connects to the SO-239 as expected. 


So the mystery now becomes: What is a Millen 6772 coil for? It has 26 
turns on a clear plastic form, PL-259 plus 2 binding posts, and two 
capacitors inside. It's marked "80" also. 


Enlighten me!

I have a 1230 and here are the "problems". First, no locatable manual. My 
suspicion is that it is either NAVSECGRU or non normal channels because it 
is a DF/Countermeasures receiver. I am still trying,but so far no luck even 
using the vast resources of this list and special thanks to Michael Hanz and 
Robert Downs. One must also have the PS or major problems because the PS 
has an OSC that needs to go back to the rx. Then the problem of the 
output.... none except video and a 65khz signal. My recommendation is that 
until someone gets a manual that would detail the connections, time would be 
better spent with other projects. Inside, what an amazing receiver to look 
at. 7 and 9 pin tubes and maybe 18 7586 Nuvistors. Let that last be the 
warning, look up the price of those buggers before making a move. I'm 
working on it slowly--like just trying to get the necessary connecting 
cables from the PS to the receiver , hoping to get it going because it seems 
a shame to part out a receiver that must have cost the govt in the 10's of 
thousands of dollars when it was active. If somehow I ever get a manual, I 
will avail it to the list for copies.
